The floating type of dam will not 
cut off the underground flow of 
water as would a dam built down 
to bedrock. The water companies 
apiirove of this floating dam, 
whereas they feared that the other 
type would lessen their watci 
supply. 

.S70,000 Saving 

At the special conference Satur¬ 
day afternoon, the board of super¬ 
visors began negotiating with the 
water companies for either out¬ 
right purchase of their reservoir 
land at the Prado site, or pur¬ 
chase of flood easements. It wa.s 
not settled as to which plan will 
be carried out, but it was said that 
the county might save $70,000 by 
taking the flood easements on 
land up to the 1916 flood mark. 

The two water companies own 
about a third of the land needed 
by tile county, which lies below 
the 1916 flood level. The land 
owned by tlie water companies 
amounts to approximately 2000 
acres.

NANKING. <JPl — China’s na¬ 
tional government military ma¬ 
chine moved swiftly tonight on 
bleak Shensi province, where, gov¬ 
ernment authorities weie con¬ 
vinced, Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai Shek was held prisoner by 
his rebellious "young marshal,” 
Chang Hseun-Liang. 

Responsible circles said they had 
no confirmation of reports that the 
generalissimo had imprisoned his 
captor in a counter coup. 

Thousands of national govern¬ 
ment soldiers in north and north¬ 
west China were reported on the 
march to surround the whole of 
Shensi province, hoping to clo.se 
every avenue of e.scape to the 
“young marshal.” 

In the la.st 24 hours, it was esti¬ 
mated, 25,000 soldiers had de¬ 
parted from Nanking toward the 
northwest, bound for the eastern 
and southern borders ot Shensi. 


BUENOS AIRES. (A’i—Authori¬ 
tative sources forecast today pro- 
po.sals for creation of an American 
league of nations and an American 
court would be shelved by the 
inter-American peace conference. 

Juan Antonio Buero of Uruguay, 
chairman of a .sub-committee 
which studieil the projects .sub¬ 
mitted by .several nations, pre¬ 
pared reports urging that the sub¬ 
jects be referred to the regular 
Pan-American conference at Lima 
in ig.IS, with experts studying 
them in the meantime. 

A poll of members of the sub¬ 
committee indicated his recom¬ 
mendations would receive majority 
support. 

The United States is understood 
to oppose both measures in their 
present form although it has rec¬ 
ommended inter-American coop¬ 
eration for peaceful settlement of 
American disputes. 

Buero expressed the opinion the 
world court at The Hague is cap¬ 
able of settling international dis¬ 
putes requiring judicial arbitra¬ 
tion and said the American League 
of Nations idea is so complex it re¬ 
quires long study. 

Some large nations which are 
members of the Geneva league of 
nations, like Argentina, have op¬ 
posed the American league plan 
for fear it would interfere with 
their Geneva commitments or 
would cause partial isolation of 
America from Europe.

WASHINGTON. OT)—Rep Quinn 
(D., Pa.) filed with the house 
clerk today a bill to amend the so¬ 
cial security act by exeinpting 
corporations which have their own 
old age benefit plans. 

The bill would provide that any 
corporation may tiecome exempt 
from the law and its payroll ta::es 
provided that it “shall have in 
operation an old age benefit plan 
(otherwise known as an old age 
pension plan) which shall meet 
with the approval of the social 
security boai*d as to the stability 
of the said corporation . . . and 
as to the adequacy of the provi¬ 
sions of its old age benefit plan.”

PASADENA. (A*) — Tiny spots 
of light on a series of astronomical 
photographs were disclosed today 
as a new family of nebulae, or 
minor universes, located two -sex- 
tillion miles (2 plus 21 ciphers) 
from the earth. 

The discovery was announced in 
the annual report of the Carnegie 
institution’s Mt. Wilson ob.serva- 
tory. 

Found by Dr. Edwin F. Hubble 
while studying the Bootis nebulae, 
the new cluster, most dilfcant ever 
photographed, has bce/i named 
"Hydra No. 1.” Its light required 
326,000,000 years to reach the 
earth. 

Each of the 200 far-off nebulae 
is as large or laiger than the stai- 
system to which the sun belongs, 
astronomers said.

On Eroded Land

Erosion on sloping lands reduces 
the lima bean yields as much as 75 
per cent, according to results of a 
test announced today by the Soil 
Con.servation Service. 

Tests were conducted by plant¬ 
ing plots identical in size, soil, ex¬ 
posure, and slope in the Las Po- 
sas valley, Ventura county, where 
the SCS has a demonstration proj¬ 
ect similar to ones at El Toro and 
La Habra in Orange county. 

Plots were seeded and cultivated 
in the normal course of farming, 
and were checked carefully for 
yield at harvest. Officials pointed 
out that erosion control measures 
should be put into effect before 
erosion has reduced yields enough 
to make farming unprofitable.

Eight divisions of the Chinese 
central army, .said Japanese dis¬ 
patches from the mainland, were 
poised to assault Sianfu, capital

Germany, to whom Japan is 
bound by a newly-announced anti¬ 
communist accord, was con.sulted 
quickly by the Tokyo regime. 

The press said there was undis- 
putable proof the Communist in¬ 
ternational had instigated the 
seizure of Geneialissimo Chiang 
and his generals.

OSSINING, N. Y. With 10 
youths under 21 years awaiting 
execution, the dreaded death house 
at Sing Sing 'prison is being called 
“the high school” today by the 
penitentiary’s 2,450 prisoners. 

The youngest is James Sullivan, 
the Brooklyn bludgeoner, who at 
17 years beat to death a store¬ 
keeper for a paltry $9. 

Warden Lews E. Laws said that 
never in the history of criminology 
records of Sing Sing where nearly 
400 have died since the chair was 
installed, has such a number of 
juvenile murderers awaited death. 

First Goes Jan. 4 
The first of the youths to go to 
the chair will be Salvatore Scata, 
who with five others, dies during 
the week of Jan. 4, 1937, for the 
robbery and murder of a Brooklyn 
subway employe. He is 18. 

Three others die the week of 
Jan. 11. They are Lawrence Jack- 
son, Wentworth Springer and Rob¬ 
ert Taliafero, all of whom killed 
during robberies. 

Henry Stevens, Frederick Fow¬ 
ler and Charles Ham die during 
the week of Jan. 18. Ham is called 
a particularly "vicious” youth in 
the prison probation report. In 
one robbery, a butcher was slow 
in opening a strong box. Ham held 
the butcher’s hand on a chopping 
block and chopped two fingers 
off. 

Three Await Deaths 
No dates have been set for the 
executions of Sullivan, Alfred 
Volckman or Charles Waterbury, 
because their cases are awaiting 
affirmation of sentence by the 
court of appeals, which seldom re¬ 
verses a jury decision.

! Determine Most 
Distant Star 

WASHINGTON. (A*)—Determi¬ 
nation of the most distant .star of 
the universe, swinging two quin- 
tillion miles (2,000,000,000,000,000.- 
000) away in space, was reported 
today by the Carnegie Institution 
of Washington. 

Dr. Walter S. Adams, director 
of the institution’s ob.servatory at 
Mt. Wil.son, Calif., attending the 
organization's annual exhibition of 
.scientific research, said astronom¬ 
ical work this year also had dis¬ 
closed the brightest star in the 
universe, a super nova, or new 
star, 20 000 times brighter than 
the sun, and another star which 
probably weighs several thousand 
tons per square inch. 

The moat distant star, he added, 
is a faint cluster of nebulae almost 
at the outer limit of space which 
can be observed through the 100- 
inch telescope at Mt. Wilson.

citrus fruits to foreign markets, 
which took several thousand cars 
last .season, is now practically at 
a standstill because of strikes, 
Paul S. Armstrong, general man¬ 
ager of the California Fruit Grow¬ 
ers exchange, today told the 69th 
convention of the California fruit 
growers and farmers here. 

"Likewise,” continued Arm¬ 
strong, “coastwise and inter-coast¬ 
al water shipments have had to 
be diverted to rail at an additional 
cost of about $25,000 per month.” ! 

Greater Buying Power 

Armstrong said the past sea.son 
“was a pretty good one” for citrus 
growers with good production, and 
he cited continued improvement in 
the buying power of the great I 
mass of consumers as the most 
favorable factor for 1937. 

Commenting on the foreign sit¬ 
uation, Armstrong said; 

"Latest reports were that, de¬ 
spite the serious war situation, 
normal .supplies of Spani.sh or¬ 
anges would be shipped to Eng¬ 
land for the holiday season and 
that Ru.ssia and other countries 
might take quantities of this fruit. 
Limited quantities of California 
navels are enroute to Europe via 
rail to New York,” he disclosed. 

•Iiiiee Canning 

He said that California navels 
were giving excellent consumer 
satisfaction and outselling Florida 
oranges everywhere, although price 
levels are too low due to above 
normal supplies of Florida oranges 
and grapefruit. 

Over one million ca.ses of orange 
juice were canned last season, 
compared to 817,000 cases in 1935. 
The price to packing houses on 
Valencias for canning was reported 
doubled this year due to the .short¬ 
er supply of fruit and to the better 
bargaining position of the growers 
brought about by the exchange 
"juice canning pool,” 

Border Inspection 

A. A. Brock, state director of 
agriculture, told delegates he un¬ 
derstands a "concerted effort” 
will be made at the coming ses¬ 
sion of the legislature to change 
border inspection to conform to 
the ideas of tourists coming into 
California. 

“Tinkering with California’s 
plant quarantine laws so they will 
conform more to the ideas of tour- 
i.st.s might prevent the state doing 
a thorough job of protecting agri¬ 
culture from new insect pests and 
plant diseases." Brock declared. 

"The money spent for that pur¬ 
pose might be wSsted and new 
plant pests could more readily be 
brought into the state, making ad¬ 
ditional burdens for the farmers to 
contend with.”

AS NATION'S 
FAVORITE 

Writer Tells Origin of 
American 'Saint' in 
December Magazine 

j BERKELEY.—Wbile football 
critics are naming all-Americans 
on the gridiron, Douglas Chretien, 
instructor in public speaking at 
the University of California, has 
named as his triple-threat, all- 
American, that universal favorite 
—Santa Claus. 

Writing in the December issue 
of the California Monthly, Chretien 
points out that Santa is largely an 
American invention. He supports 
this claim by showing that the 
word, Santa, would be feminine in 
any language but our own. Thu.s 
St. Nicholas, Father Christmas 
and Kris Kringle of European 
fame are but distant cousins of the 
American variety of (Jhristmas 
saint. 

Santa Claus, says the article, 
was derived from St. Nicholas of 
Myra who lived in Asia Minor 
during the fourth century and 
whose feast day was on Dec. 6. 
During the Protestant revolt, 
saints became unpopular and the 
feast day became mixed up with 
the German Kris Kringle, and the 
story of the Three Wise Men and 
the Christ Child. 

In 1823 a poem hy Clement 
Clarke Moore, entitled “A Visit 
from St. Nicholas,” first depicted 
him as clad in furs, traveling in 
a sled pulled by reindeer and com¬ 
ing down chimneys to distribute 
gifts. Santa Claus finally attained 
his present proportions under the 
pen of Thomas Nast, famed car¬ 
toonist who is more famed for hi.'! 
depiction of the Tammany Tiger. 
Nast filled a book with sketches 
of Santa Claus in his modern 
form from 1863-66. The only 
change since Nast’s time has been 
to clothe Santa in a red and white 
cloth uniform instead of his for¬ 
mer fur suit.

SHIP STRIKE 
STILL FAR 
FROM END 


NEWARK, N. J. Harry 

R. Bridges, west coast president 
of the International Seamen’s as¬ 
sociation, said today he had little 
hope of a settlement at the pres¬ 
ent time in the maritime strike 
that has hampered shipping for 
six weeks on the west and east 
coasts. 

Arriving at Newark airport on 
a commercial airliner from Cali¬ 
fornia, he said west coast ship 
owners aimed to prolong the 
strike there and break It in the 
cast in order to undermine and 
destroy the seamen’s association. 

Ho came east to bolster support 
for the strike in this section, to 
confer with leaders and stir up en¬ 
thusiasm through several speeches, 
he said. He was accompanied by 
Rudolph Merriwether, secretary of 
Marine Engineers Benevolent as¬ 
sociation, local 97, of San Fran¬ 
cisco, and was met by Joseph Cur¬ 
ran, chairman of the seamen’s de¬ 
fense committee, which is direct¬ 
ing the .strike in New York. 

Bridges charged that Joseph P. 
Ryan, president of the Interna¬ 
tional Longshoremen’s association, 
was “playing ball” with the ship 
owners and said the “entire west 
.shares in that opinion.” He al¬ 
leged tliat Ryan’s men were work¬ 
ing Dollar line boats. 

He indicated he sought to de¬ 
velop a united front in the east 
when he forecast the strike would 
result in a national maritime fed¬ 
eration.

Mix 
well. Melt 3 tablespoons butter in j 
a heavy pan, add 1 cup sugar and j 
2 cups washed and dried cran- i 
berries. Pour In the cake mixture 
and bake In a moderate oven about 
1 hour—until done when tested by 
inserting a straw in the center. 
Best served with whipped cream. 

Cranl>erry Raisin Pie 

Line a pie tin with rich pastry, 
prick well and bake. From extra 
pastry, cut out 6 points to go on 
top of the pie and bake on a 
cookie sheet. For the filling, wash 
cranberries, combine with 1'4 cups i 
sugar. 11,2 cups water and >4 cup; 
laisins. Cook 10 minutes, strain i 
the berries and raisins from the ! 
.syrup and return the latter to the I 
stove. Blend H cup sugar and 1 j 
tablespoon cornstarch and use to 
thicken the .syrup. Cool and pour | 
with the cranberries and raisins | 
into the pie .shell, arrange the pas¬ 
try points on top to serve at once.

W ASHINGTON—When the Pres¬ 
ident returns to his heavily 
laden desk, he faces one urgent 
problem that has attracted little 
public notice. 

’Tliis is retaining in the New 
Deal a number of ace junior ex¬ 
ecutives. 

Much has been written about 
possible cabinet changes. That the 
President’s senior official family 
needs strengthening is a fact 
Roosevelt himself knows only too 
well. Yet the problem of retain¬ 
ing in his administration the corps 
of brilliant and hard-working .sec¬ 
ond-string officials is far more im¬ 
portant at the moment than over¬ 
hauling the cabinet. 

The reason is simple. 

It is these junior executives who 
are carrying the real administra¬ 
tive load of the regime. Their loss 
would be a great blow. 

Particularly is this true in such 
departments as commerce, justice 
and labor where the top bosses are 
bumbling and incompetent. For 
example; 

The brains and driving force of 
the labor department are Assist¬ 
ant Secretary Edward F. McGrady 
and Dr. I.sador Lubin, commission¬ 
er of the bureau of labor statistics. 

These two aces, one a labor au¬ 
thority and the other a statistical 
genius, are solely responsible for 
the department’s effectiveness. 
Without them Miss Perkins would 
be a dismal flop. McGrady has 
worked tirelessly for four years 
without a vacation, while Mi.ss 
Perkins has been absent from her 
office for weeks at a time deliver¬ 
ing lectures or attending confer¬ 
ences in Europe. 

In the justice department the 
situation is much the same. 

A gioup of talented young law¬ 
yers, lieaded by Assistant Attor¬ 
ney General Robert Jackson, are 
can-ying the legal burden of the 
government—while amiable, in¬ 
dolent Homer Cummings makes 
himself pleasant to politicians and 
.socialites. 

RESTIVE 

The President is in real danger 
of losing these junior executives. 

In fact, the exodus has already 
begun. 

Judge John J. Burns, able gen¬ 
eral counsel of the securities and 
exchange commission, has resigned 
to return to private law practice, 
and is taking three of his bright¬ 
est aides with him. Reginald 
Laughiiri, talented assistant gen¬ 
eral counsel of the Reconstruction 
Finance corporation, is departing. 
"ITie trea.sury has lost to a Wash¬ 
ington law firm John G. Harian, 
assistant to its general counsel. 

And McGrady, Jackson and Lu¬ 
bin have told the President they 
are planning to resign. 

Underlying this restiveness are 
two reasons; First, discourage¬ 
ment over post-election policy 
trends of the White House; sec¬ 
ond, lack of recognition for their 
signal services. 

The President’s covert slashing 
of work-relief rolls has had a ter¬ 
rifically depressing effect on his 
more idealistic lieutenants. 

They view it as an ominous de¬ 
velopment, portending a shift to 
the right, which they strongly dis¬ 
approve. They are also uneasy 
over his new preoccupation with 
foreign affairs; feel that the more 
the President becomes embroiled 
in this sphere the less time and in¬ 
terest he will have in pursuing an 
aggressive domestic policy. 

McGrady and Jackson have had 
several lucrative business offers. 

Four years of unremitting bat¬

Mr. Irvine Says ‘Yes’ 

W HEN James Irvine announced exclusively to The 
Jcjumal Saturday that he had placed his stamp of 
approval on Orange county’s revised water program, pro¬ 
ponents of the plan throughout the county more than 
likely took a deep collective breath, sighed with relief and 
remarked, “It ckn’t fail now.” 

And so it shouldn’t. 

With memories of past elections on that all-important 
matter still fresh, the announcement that Orange county’s 
largest landowner had rallied to the support of the water 
plan because of the elimination of several features he felt 
were objectionable undoubtedly will swing all other former 
opponents over to the program, except, of course, those 
chronic “agin’ers” who vote “no” on everything. 

But even though 99 per cent of the voters are now in 
favor of the program, they must remember one important 
factor: A “yes” vote is not a vote unless it is placed in the 
ballot box, and an election is not won unless every sup¬ 
porter goes to bat for the measure with a determination 
to see that it IS carried. 


Anything which loosens imjicrial 
bonds, which cheapens or ridicules 
the British name, which discloses 
lack of unity at home and a com¬ 
mon policy abroad plays directly 
into the hands of those elements 
and forces which are trying to in¬ 
volve Europe in another welter of 
war. The one visible bond of unity 
of the whole empire is a common 
allegiance to the throne. Not the 
British parliament, nor the British 
constitution, nor martial power, 
but deep-seated affection for the 
dignity and influence of the king- 
ship itself holds the strands of 
Britain’s kingdoms, dominions, 
principalities, colonies, protector¬ 
ates and mandatories together. 
When this bond is shattered the 
world will probably see as much 
of Armageddon as it can endure. 


Science News 


Science again comes to the aid 
of the police department. Two 
men, in Pasadena, Calif., have in¬ 
vented a new iodine vapor finger¬ 
print detector. It is very simple 
in construction. It is simply a 
glas.s thistle tube, which contains 
calcium chloride. Breath is blown 
through a rubber tube, is heated 
by the calcium chloride and ab¬ 
sorbs the iodine fumes in another 
portion of the tube. The fumes are 
then projected on the fingerprint 
surface. The fingerprints then 
show up plainly. The inventors 
are Dr. John McMorris, a chem¬ 
ist, and Lieut. R. S. Sears, of the 
Pasadena police department.
